This rule 
making is necessary to establish a time 
frame when the portions of the rules 
were suspended during the COVID-19 
pandemic, and assisted living facilities 
were not required to comply with the 
suspended portions of the rules. Virtual 
trainings have been developed and 
implemented for the assisted living 
facility administrators. Although the 
available capacity for these trainings 
has increased, they are limited to semi- 
annual offerings. Additional time is 
needed to facilitate additional courses 
to serve the backlog of applicants 
requesting this training.
